Informed Washington sources have estimated that the Committee to ReEleet the President, together with 
its finanee committee and state committees, raised a total of over S60 million. of which almost 810 million 
is said lo have been in cash. Why contributors would «ive sums of 525,000 to $100,000 in cash has not 
been explained but it is possible to draw one’s own conclusions. . 

In setting up its records, the finance conmmittee of the Committee to Re-elect the President divided up, 
on paper, the Jarge contributions as thouch $3,000 was viven to cach of a number of state comuinittees so 
that the donor could avoid paving afl taxes, The General Accounting Office has already documented over 

~$2 million in cash with approximately $8 million more known to have-been received but not yet matched 
with the donors. [tis alko known that over half a million dollars ata lime was kept in the committee’s safe 
eveu though in the same building there was a bank in whieh the committee maintained an account, offen 
running into millions of dollars,

imprisoned for three years. Loch had fraudulently claimed that donations to Humphrey were made by a 
admber of his employees when he had actually deposited the money for the donations to their accounts. TL 
is understood that while the Federal iInsvestiscttion of the ilesal contribution to Humphrey was pending, the 
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Loehs made a S52 000 contrihution to the Nixon eainpaien,
